WOULD-BE ARISTOCRATS. 


Lots of fun is now being poked at 
the New York Four Hundred,” who 
esteem themselves as a trifle better 
than any other citizens of the United 
States. Such fun is healthy, as it is 
aimed at an evil which should be dis-

The bill of Mr. Sullivan of the New 
York Legislature to incorporate, de- 
fine and protect the rights of the 
famous Four Hundred is very rich. 
Mr. Sullivan ehtitles his bill: “An 
act to incorporate and define the 
rights, duties, and powers of the 
élite of New York city.“ Mr. Sullivan 
pronounces this eletay.“ It is pro- 
posed that a committee be appointed 
to reduce the number and scrutinize 
the character and fortunes of appli- 
cants for vacancies. A vacancy may 
be created by the death, withdrawal 
or permanent incarceration of any of 
the members. Confinement in an 
asylum, where the patient is 
certified to by several doctors as 


beyond recovery, is equivalent to a life 


sentence in prison. Mr. Sullivan has 
not made up his mind as to how ab- 
sence in Canada should affect the 
standing of a member of the Four Hun- 
dred. In addition to these regulations 
Mr. Sullivan says that he will try to 
derive some revenue from this body. 
All the members are rich and can af- 
ford to pay for having their status 
recognized by the State, and for the 
stamp of wealth and ancestry that 
membership in the Four Hundred 
would confer. It is proposed that all 
vacancies in the body shall be filled by 
competitive bidding. 
Mr. Sullivan’s proposition is, in fact, 
nothing less than the establishment of 
an American aristocracy. Of course 
it is a joke, but there is no doubt that 
many of these exclusives would be 
giad to see some such line of demarca- 
tion established between themselves 
and the vulgar herd. Wealthy east- 
erners now ape the manners of 
European aristocrats in every possi- 
ble manner. There is, however, little 
chance that their desires will be grati- 
fied at present. We have not yet got 
quite far enough for that. As long as 


the great, healthy, breezy West exists ba 


in its present shape the Four Hun- 
dred will cut but a very small figure 
in the sixty-five millions of the United 
States. 


THE SENATE’S BLUNDER. 


There is a remarkable unanimity of 
sentiment on the part of all American 
journals, regardless of political com- 
plexion, in their comments on the 
action of the Senate in the Halstead 
case. With scarcely an exception, 
they condemn in unmeasured terms 
this Senatorial faux pas. Among re- 
cent utterances of this description is 
the following from that conservative 
and careful journal, the Washington 
Star: 

Whatever gratification the Re- 
wer Senators who voted to reject Mr. 

alstead’s nomination as Minister te Ger- 
many may have felt in that act, their best 
friends will hardly deny that they made a 
serious mistake in indulging in it. Those 
who were moved by the remembrance of 
his utterances on the subject of the Payne 
inquiry ought to have borne in mind that 
what he wrote was written at a white heat, 
after ong of the most acrimonious contests 
that have ever taken placé in the history of 
Obio * However innocent Mr. Payne 
may have been of personal corruption, 
re is no room for doubt that corrupt 
methods were resorted to by parties acting 
in his interest, and there was nothing un- 
reasonable in the demand of the Repub- 
lican legislators of Ohio, seconded by Mr. 
„ fora searching inquiry. Nat- 
urally impulsive, and moved to extra stress 
of feeling by the circumstances of this case, 

‘ 8 may have exercised rather 
less moderation in his comments than a 
man of more phlegmatic temperament 
would, but he did what he believed to be 
his duty. Stripping the situation of ail its 
moral and sentimental aspects, moreover, 
the resolve of certain Senators to defeat a 
candidate who had fearlessly spoken his 
mind of their body as a whole was a bit of 
worldly unwisdom. They have wos 
given Mr. Halstead the means of making 
up an issue on which he is certain to enlist 
a very large public sympathy. Their 
action will give immense impetus to 
the growing feeling that the Senate 
is becoming rapidly de-Americanized. 
New point will be given to the bitter tone 
of public comment upon the manner in 
which the upper chamber of Congress has 
been steadily filling up with the men whose 
chief claim to distinction rests on the big 
fortunes they have accumulated, or the skill 
with which they have contrived to twist the 
technicalities of the law to suit the service 
of the powerful corporations that have em- 
ployed them as attorneys. This public sen- 
timent has been voiced in the application 
to the Senate of the title of “the millionaire 
club,” and that body has not done a partic- 
ularly wise thing in affording Mr. Halstead 
an opportunity to show to the country the 
2 the name, and the significance of 
the to be drawn from it.
